PORT WASHINGTON, N. Y., July 
| 25.—(/)—The German flying boat 
|'Nordmeer was catapulted from its 
mother ship, Friesenland, at 6 p.

Riding at anchor nearby was 
Nordmeer’s sister ship, Nordwind, 
which alighted on Long Island 
sound at 1:35 p. m., completing 
Germany's second trans-Atlantic 
flight since Friday, when Nord- 
meer arrived. 


Rebel Plane Bombs, 


VALENCIA, July 25.—(UP)— 
The British steamer Bellwyn, 1,687 
tons, out of Newcastle, was bomb- 
ed, machine-gunned and set afire 
by an Insurgent seaplane at Port 
Gandia this morning. 

The plane returned and bombed 
and machine-gunned the harbor 
and the city. 

The Bellwyn was set afire by an 
incendiary bomb dropped when the 
plane was so low it almost scraped 
the ship’s bow, her officers said.

ROME, July 25.—(UP)—Achil- 
le Starace, secretary cf the Fascist 
party, announced tonight that the 
government had drafted a series 
of laws to “defend the race against 
all contamination” and affecting 
the activities of about 40,000 Ital- 
ian Jews. 

Starace announced the series of 
laws after receiving 10 Italian 
professor who drafted a recent 
“race credo” upholding the “pure 
Aryanism” of the Italian race.

¢Fascist Institute of Learning dur- 


ing the next Fascist year, begin- 
ning October 28, will be “the elab- 
oration and dissemination of Fas- 
cist racial principles.” 

The party communique issued 
tonight recalled Mussolini’s 
speeches and writings contending 
that the “Italian race belongs to 
what he termed the Indo—Euro- 
pean group. 

The communique made it clear 
that the recent anti-Semitic cam- 
paign in the controlled Italian 
press will be backed up by official 
government actions.

Prisoners Gain Freedom 
From Atlanta, Athens and

Georgia Iaw enforcement offi- 
cers continued search yesterday 


for 25 prisoners who escaped from |

LET THE WHEELS TURN 

In practicaliy every quarter of the United 
States the opinion prevails that the nation is 
in an economical position somewhat akin to 
1933. Sufficient necessities are not being pro- 
duced to meet the needs of the nation, except 
on the most frugal basis. Consumption, al- 
though barely under way again, is outstripping 
production. Inventories are fast diminishing. 
The nation, it seems, is operating on its ac- 
cumulated fat. 

The essential difference, however, between 
now and the early days of 1933, is that the 
banks are now in better condition to meet the 
demands of a quickly expanding business. In 
1933, the financial outlook was gloomy. Even 
then the country was fundamentally solid, de- 
spite the feeling it was going to the dogs. Dur- 
ing the persistent deflation, consumption had 
fallen off to such an extent as to leave huge 
surpluses of basic raw materials on hand, re- 
sulting in the lowest prices in many years. Be- 
cause of declining prices, industry was forced 
into a position of inactivity. Manufactured 
goods could not be sold. No need to produce 
more. 

But the potential demand was there—even 
as it is today. As soon as the outlook of the 
people began to change—when it was realized 
the nation was merely in a psychological slump 
—the demand for new goods of all kinds sud- 
denly became enormous. Shelves and ware- 
houses, gradually emptied during several years 
of slackening demand, began to fill up. A de- 
mand for help followed. People started back 
to work to fill orders and, in turn, to buy goods 
themselves. The great American economic ma-

ANOTHER ANGLE 

Recently, in Seattle, a man was thrown in 
jail on a charge of disorderly conduct. His 
objections to his wife’s earning money to pur- 
chase more of the better things of life became 
so rowdy the police were called in to quell the 
disturbance. 

This is undoubtedly an unusual, as well as 
extreme, case. Not unusual or extreme in the 
sense that the man didn’t want his wife to 
work. The vast majority of men don’t want 
their wives working outside the home. The 
very fact that so many women have to hold 
jobs with pay checks to help meet the family 
budget is a source of irritation to husbands. 

This particular case was unusual because the 
man was willing to forego the better things of 
life to keep his wife at home. The wife, how- 
ever, didn’t care to forego these, things when 
she could get them so easily by earning the 
money herself. So, the dispute turned into a 
fight. 

Women, of course, are leaving home in ever 
increasing numbers to improve the economic 
condition of the family. Unfortunately, no 
woman can leave the home every day, and at 
the same time hold down, to the best of her 
ability, the full-time job of wife and mother. 
There is bound to be that slackening which too 
often results in divided allegiances, frequently 
in separation and divorce. Few, however, will 
fail to admire the woman who is willing to go 
to work to improve the home, to better educate 
the children, to obtain means not otherwise 
obtainable for the cultural development of the 
family. The financial demands of the modern 
child must be met. That is, if the desired 
standard of living is to be attained. 


But do the good effects of one outweigh the 
bad effects of the other? Can a woman make 
a better home, become a more understanding 
mother and wife, with more time at home 
on the smaller budget, or do better by the 
family by going out into the business world and 
adding to the family income? That is the 
question. 

Gradually, with the passing years, the eco- 
nomic status of men has changed as radically 
as that of women. For every woman who has 
entered business it can be logically argued that 
one man has, at least, been reduced in economic 
rank, if not actually replaced. It would thus 
seem that many women are faced with spin- 
sterhood unless they are willing either to go to 
work or to continue working after marriage. 
It is to be hoped that their prospective hus- 
bands will not go to the extreme to which the 
Seattle man went. For, after all, is it good 
policy to wreck the home in an effort to make 
it a better one? 


UNEMPLOYED BUILDING LABOR 

The importance of the revival of the build- 
ing industry is graphically illustrated in the re- 
cently released report of the national unem- 
ployment census, revealing that the construc- 
tion field stands second in industrial groups in 
the number of persons out of work.

NICE, BUT MYSTERIOUS WASHINGTON, July 25.— The 
boom stock market has given the 


New Dealers more pure pleasure than any other happening of the 
last two years, yet they are completely at a loss to understand it. 
After laborious inquiry in Wall Street, the highest officials of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission now confess that they know 
of no sensible explanation. 

The situation has its comic side. The New Dealers have always 

been inclined to regard the financial community with stern sus- 
picion, “Greeks bringing gifts,” they think,*when they see the 
frenzied brokers suddenly reproducing the phenomena of Cool- 
idge prosperity in the sixth year of the Poosevelt era. Yet the 
gifts are so pleasant, politically and ecnomically, that they accept 
them happily enough. Leon Henderson, WPA economist and favor- 
ite forecaster of the President and his advisers, has placed the seal 
of his approval on the market. 
“a believe,” says Henderson, “that the rise in the stock market 
is a legitimate discounting of a business upturn which may be ex- 
pected in the fall. The pressure of idle funds may cause the rise 
to go too far, but, fundamentally, the phenomenon is sound.” 


CURIOUSER AND CURIOUSER The New Dealers’ curiosity 


about the stock market 
boom has produced some odd results. One SEC expert, eager to 
know the truth, suggested that the commission send an expedition- 
ary force to the financial district, there to question every partner 
in every brokerage house on his doings and state of mind in the 
day or so before the boom started. 

The idea was that SEC questioners would go to the brokers and 
ask them, “What were you doing, whom did you see, and what 
were you thinking about over the week end of June 18-20?” It 
was hoped that this would produce a composite portrait of the Wall 
Street mass mind. The hope was dashed, however, by the mem- 
bers of the commission, one of whom remarked japishly that the 
project was likely to break up too many happy homes. Neverthe- 
less, the SEC has had and still has a large force of men in Wall 
Street, seeking information from all and sundry. 


THE MARKET JUMBLE Particular attention has been devoted 
to types of buying. Charts have been 


prepared, and orders have been graphed. The result makes little 
sense. As was reported here earlier, the market was touched off 
on June 20 by large buying orders from London and Amsterdam. 

But, after that, the foreign trading followed no logical pattern. 
Sometimes the foreign traders have bought, sometimes they have 
sold, and there is nothing to indicate a flight of capital to this coun- 
try, an attempt to rig the New York market, or anything else. Simi- 
larly, the investment trust buying began when the boom started. 
It continued in full force for over a week, but, since then, its in- 
tensity has decreased. 

Members and partners of the New York Stock Exchange jumped 
on the bandwagon on June 20 and added their concentrated buying 
power to fan the bullish spark. Small traders have been in and 
out of the market, taking no definite position, but inclined a bit to 
the selling side. While it is apparent that so-called professional 
buying—the trading of foreigners, investment trusts and members 
of the exchange—created the boom, the SEC has been able to reach 
only two conclusions. 

“We're still positive that there has been no manipulation,” a 
high official said, “and we know that the market has so far been 
able to absorb heavy selling. But we really know nothing of the 
reasons and can predict nothing.” 


“AROUND THE CORNER’ Of all the fiscal and ‘ecaiea iil 


agencies of the government, the 
SEC is by far the most cautious in discussing the market. While 
few of his economist colleagues go quite so far as Henderson, their 
comments are a milder echo of his stalwart optimism. 

The new forecasts are pretty funny, considering that, without 
exception, the best economic minds of the government were pre- 
dicting, only two months ago, that during the summer and fall the 
country must face an unparalleled and cruel liquidation. But al] 
that is past. All admit that, on the basis of present earnings, stock 
prices may soar too high, but all are confident that production will 
continue to rise, carrying the Federal Reserve Board index past 90 
before the year’s end: And all hope that, thereafter, the govern- 
ment having learned its lesson, a sound prosperity may be expected. 

At the Federal Reserve Board and elsewhere, the economists 
take a special pleasure in the change in attitude toward spending 
among their conservative brethren. Now, they say, the conservative 
private business economists admit that spending produces pros- 
perity. They only differ, they remark, in thinking the good times 
may be made permanent. In fact, to summarize the Washington 
consensus, “prosperity is just around the corner (we hope).”

WATERSHED STUDY 
IN STATE DISCUSSED 


U. S. Officials Talk Over 
Flood Control, Map Plans 


for Surveys. 


SPARTANBURG, S. C., July 25. 
(?)—Policies and procedures for 
starting watershed surveys in 
Georgia and Mississippi were dis- 
cussed today by representatives of 
the Forest Service, bureau of Ag- 
ricultural Economics and the Soil 
Conservation Service at a meeting 
with Washington officials. 

These agencies have charge of 
headwater-control phases of the 
omnibus flood control act in At- 
lantic and gulf coast states. 

Congress has authorized  sur- 
veys in the upper Coosa river 
watershed near Rome, Ga., and in 
the Little Tallahatchie river wat- 
ershed in Mississippi, plans for 
which were discussed and an- 
nouncement made that survey 
partites will start field work in 
them immediately. 

Arthur C. Ringland, represent- 
ing the secretary of agriculture, 
said preliminary examinations 
have been made to determine the 
necessity for making further 
studies. Ringland, from the office 
of land use co-ordination, ex- 
plained army engineers are re- 
sponsible for flood control on 
waterways through construction 
of major engineering works, while 
the agricultural department is 
concerned with watershed phases 
of flood control through retarda- 
tion of run-off and prevention of 
soil erosion. 

The upper Coosa watershed 
comprises approximately 5,000 
square miles in northwest Geor- 
gia. Congress authorized army en- 
gineers to carry out extensive 
measures for flood control along 


the Coosa.

T0 BE ‘TOLERANT’ 


Justice Declares Love of 
Status Quo Is Threat to 
Real Democracy 


CLEVELAND, July 25.—(4)— 
Associate Justice Stanley F. Reed, 
of the United States supreme 
court, urged a “spirit of tolerance” 
upon members of the American 
Bar Association tonight and asked 
that they help mould the present 
“in conformity with the ideals of 
the past.” 

“A mind closed to chamge, a de- 
termination of save ourselves at all 
hazards the existing advantages, 
is a constant threat to the Demo- 
cratic form of government,” Jus- 
tice Reed told the lawyers in a 
prepared address from which he 
digressed. 

“There are some who are quite 
convinced that the most powerful 
influence in the coritinuance of 
democracy, as we understand it, is 
the tendency to maintain the so- 
cial, economic and legal philoso- 
phy of the 20’s without change.” 

Reed said that when this con- 
clusion is reached “because of the 
benefits enjoyed by those who 
profit most from things as they 
are, it is a threat to the mainte- 
nance of a sound Democracy.” 

“The public, in recent years, has 
shown a disposition to believe the 
bar’s position is motivated more 
by self-interest than public inter-| 
est,” he said. “The burden is 
upon us to establish the opposite 
as the truth. To bring about this 
confidence in the patriotism and 
wisdom of the bar requires in our | 
profession, above all else, a spirit 
of tolerance.” 

Attorney General Homer Cum- 
mings shared the platform with 
Justice Reed. “There is not an en- 
terprise anywhere in America that 
could be conducted successfully 
under the haphazard methods 
characterizing the business of the 
courts,” he said.

LEFT-WING BLOC 
LOSES LEADER 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—(4)— 
The apparent defeat of Represent- 
ative Maury Maverick in the Tex- 
as primary elections deprived the 
tiny left-wing bloc in the house 
of a bluff, outspoken leader behind 
whose force and energy it rallied 
throughout four hard-fought ses- 
sions of congress. 

Conservatives were naturally 
elated, and the more so because 
President Roosevelt, on his recent 
western tour, pointedly called 
Maverick his “good friend.” Their 
satisfaction was dimmed only by 
the fact that his successful oppo- 
nent, Paul J. Kilday, proclaimed

Heavy Timber. 

Maverick, stocky, with bulging 
cheeks, thick lips, heavy glasses 
and a shock of close-cropped curly 
hair, first came to congress in the 
elections of 1934. He was not 
long in letting the membership 
know he was there. For one thing, 
his was one of the few congres- 
sional voices of sufficiently heavy 
timber to be heard above the noisy 
confusion which usually dominates 
house procedure. And, being heard 
he expressed himself in language 
that attracted attention for its 
force and picturesqueness. 

The ultra-liberals were quick to 
make him their leader—in fact if 
More re- 
cently, they began meeting weekly 
for dinner, with Maverick presid- 
ing, to discuss the issues before 
congress. Twenty-five to thirty 
usually attended. 


Although usually a champion of 
administration measures — he 
seized a copy of the supreme court 
reorganization bill as soon as it 
was sent to congress and, writing 
his name upon it, introduced it— 
he was by no means an invariable 
Roosevelt supporter. He criticized 
the administration’s neutrality 
policy, opposed the big navy bill 
of the last session, and a year ago 
before the subject became a fight- 
ing topic with conservative ele- 
ments, was clamoring for an inves- 
tigation of “politics in relief.”
